Schools Closer 
To Automation 


Figures on the cost of renting 
a bookkeeping machine for the 
School Department (with on with- 
out an option to buy) were revised 
this week, increasing the possi- 
bility that the School Committee 
may decide to ‘‘automate”’ inde- 
pendently. 

A week ago Town Manager 
Richard Bowen urged Supt. Edward 
I. Erickson to hold off on plans 
for leasing or buying a bookkeep~ 
ing, machine until a town committee 
studying possible automation for 
municipal accounting reports. 

It was reported then that it would 
cost $299 per month to rent a 
machine for School Department use 
and that a 24 month rental agree~ 
thent was mandatory. Ifa purchase 
agreement was made, the per- 
month cost would drop to $25, 

School Committee Chairman 
John S, Sullivan, a banker with’ 
automation experience, checked 
into the figures this week himself 
and came up with revised 
estimates, 

Stating that there was ‘‘apparent~ 
ly some misunderstanding,”* Sulli- 
yan said that the department canin 
fact rent a bookkeeping machine 
for $140 a month without committ~ 
ing itself to any long term rental 
agreement, At this rate the annual 
cost would be $1,680. 

Reporting informally on his 
findings, Sullivan called the 
proposition **reasonable” and in- 
dicated that he felt it might help 
the cause of automation in the 
entire town for the School Depart~ 
ment to set up for a year’s trial 
run, 

Asked for his reaction to the 
new figures and the possibility of 
a short-term rental by the School 
Department, Town Manager 
Richard Bowen said, *‘No com-~ 
ment,’* He supports cooperative 
murticipal automation,

Making only minor changes, the 
School Committee approved Mon= 
day the basic teacher-administra= 
tor pay schedule recommended a 
week ago by its own salary sub- 
committee, 

This action, technically tentative 
until final 1965 budgets are drawn 
and hashed over with the Finance 
Committee, sets the minimum pay 
for a teacher with a bachelor’s 
degree at $5,000 (up from $4,600) 
and the maximum at $8,000 (up 
from $7,600). 

Master’s minimums and maxi~ 
mums were set at $5,400 and 
$8,500, up from $5,000 and $8,000 
respectively. 

Also approved in the 3-2 vote 
were increases for administrators 
ranging in size from $435 to $1,546, 
The decision to incorporate the 
year-old post of gene ral services 
director in the schedule resulted 
in an $1,880 pay hike for this 
position. 

Going into the meeting the com- 
mittee was at odds on the two 
schedules proposed: that of the 
sub-committee and that of the 
superintendent calling for $500 in- 
creases across the board, Rejected 
last week was the Andover 
Teachers Assoc, recommendation 
which would have set the bachelor’s 
minimum at $5,300 ($300 more 
than the new, state-required 
minimum) and _ the bachelor’s 
maximum at $8,000, 

It was modifications suggested 
by Chairman John S. Sullivan that 
pulled a majority together, and 
swung the decision from Com- 
mitteemen Vincent P. Davey and 
William Doherty who continued to 
favor the superintendent's posi~ 
tion, 

Sullivans modifications: 

@ A master’s level minimum 
of $5,400, Just $100 more than 
proposed by the sub-committee 
and $400 less than the teachers 
asked. 

@ A continuation of the present 
schedule calling for study incre~ 
ments in the 15th and 24th year of

We American women pride 
ourselves in a natural color 
sense.

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Townsman Editorials 
Lay It On The Line 


Have the teachers of Andover threatened the towns- 
people, and if so, with what? 

Last week the Teachers Assoc. released a statement 
condeming the Salary Sub-Committee of the School Com- 
mittee for its apparent unwillingness to negotiate a pay 
compromise. 

The statement accused the Sub-Committee (Barbara 
Moody and Robert Sherman) of failing to ‘‘establish a 
climate condusive to dispassionate mutual consideration 
of common problems and goals.”’ 

A final, disturbing paragraph carried the implication 
that unless teacher-proposed pay plans are given greater 
consideration in the future, all would not be well with 
education iin ‘Andover. 

The paragraph concluded: ‘‘Unless appropriate and 
acceptable means of involving staff members in develop- 
ing policy that directly affects them are employed, divi- 
siveness, tensions, and conflict that will impair the 
schools and adversely affect the education of the children 
of Andover may result.”’ 

What precisely does this mean? That Andover school 
salaries are so far out of line, and teacher morale so low, 
that ‘‘divisiveness, tensions and conflict’’ are almost 
certain to arise? — Or does it mean that if thwarted, the 
teachers will choose to become divisive and tense, ripe 
for conflict? 

For better or worse, ‘the School Committee has tenta- 
tively approved, with minor alterations, a pay schedule 
distasteful to the Teachers’ Assoc. 

If this is going to trigger a reaction which will, in fact, 
“‘adversely affect the education of the children of 
Andover,’’ it is time for the association to lay it on the 
line: Is the town up against a multitude of individual 
morale problems, or is it confronted with organized dis- 
sension? 


The Cause Of Big Mamie 


We must take issue with the School Committee on its 
decision to permit Andover students to become involved 
in the solicitation of funds to preserve the Battleship 
Massachusetts as a war memorial, 

The majority position was that helping with the 
financial fight to save Big Mamie would stimulate ‘‘patrio- 
tism,’’ give young people a ‘‘sense of history.” 

In agreeing to school fund raising, the Committee broke 
with policy, as it did some months ago in permitting a 
solicitation in support of the Kennedy Memorial Library 
Fund. 

One of the prime reasons for promoting the return of Big 
Mamie to Massachusetts is profit. Backers of the project 
see the ship as an important, self-supporting tourist 
attraction, a straight-forward enough motive. It is possible 
to quarrel with the contention that it can, at the same 
time, be a dignified memorial to the state’s war dead. 

But the question here is whether or not contributing to 
save this ship from the scrap heap can contribute to 
developing a genuine love of country. 


We suggest that a more direct, more effective nurturing 
of patniotism is possible in the school classroom. That 
a thorough grounding in U. S. History will do more to 
engender a steady, dedicated feeling for our nation than 
the collection of nickels and dimes and quarters to pre- 
serve a battleship as a tounist attraction. 

In breaking with precedent, first for the Kennedy Memo- 
rial Library solicitation and now for the Big Mamie drive, 
the School Committee has weakened its previous policy 
stand, 

It would appear that any organization with a sufficient- 
ly persuasive or noble cause can not look upon Andover 
school children as a ready source of revenue. 

There is still time for the School Committee to reverse 
its decision, standing by its long-time position that the 
school room is no place for the solicitation of funds. 

Each step toward a relaxed policy on this issue makes 


the return to a rigid stand more difficult.

This does not mean that all 
employers will continue at the 
same rate, Under the law, rates 
must be assigned on the basis of 
the employers’ experience with 
unemployment,

“Best” To Be 
Supt.’s Goal 


Supt, Edward I, Erickson denied 
Wednesday a printed report that 
he expressed the belief increases 
voted by the School Committee for 
teachers and administrators ‘‘falls 
short of the salaries needed to 
attract the best teachers.”’ 

Admitting that he is ‘‘dis- 
appointed with what they did,’’ 
Erickson said, however, that the 
schedule as approved was ‘‘a little 
better’? than the original Salary 
Sub-Committee plan, 

Asked if he believes the pay 
plan adopted gives him something 
to sell to prospective teachers, 
Erickson said, ‘‘We have attracted 
good teachers in the past, and that 
is what we will continue to try to 
do,”” 

Objecting to any implication that 
the pay schedule adopted Monday 
would be a deterrent to attracting 
the ‘*best’’ teachers, one member 
of the committee pointed out 
Wednesday that there is no great 
spread between the annual cost of 
the plan voted and that proposed 
by the superintendent, 

Increases approved by the School 
Committee (not including incre- 
ments) will add approximately 
$85,000 to the department budget 
annually, Erickson’s across-the-
